The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method of performing a cosmetic 
surgery, where the method includes, inter alia, using a barbed suture with first and 
second sharp pointed distal ends, inserting the first and second pointed ends through 
tissue, gripping and pulling the ends of the suture to draw the suture through the tissue, 
and manually grouping and advancing the tissue relative to at least one portion of the 
suture to provide a desired amount of lift. Additionally, the declaration filed on August 
29, 2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome the Buncke reference (U.S. Pat. 
No. 5,931,855).
